Plea to save 
music service 
from the axe 

A MOTION will be put to the 
county council next week to 
protect the future of the 
Music and Performing Arts 
Service. 

The authority’s proposed 
budget, currently out to 
consultation, will see funding 
to the popular service axed 
to the tune of £238,000. 

The motion, to be put 
forward by Cllr Jenny Conroy, 
will read: ‘This Council 
recognises the excellent 
reputation, both locally and 
nationally, of 

Northamptonshire Music and 
Performing Arts Service. 

This Council resolves that 
there should be no reduction 
in funding to the service 
unless alternative 
arrangements are in place 
that protect both its quality 
and accessibility for all.’ 

Leader of the Lib Dems, Cllr 
Brandan Glynane said: “This 
is a popular service that we 
have. In times such as these, 
where people are worried 
about work, money and so 
on, people want to take their 
mind off their problems. 

“The Music and Performing 
Arts Service provides this 
for us. After a hard day, 
people can relax by going to 
see a performance, or some 
great live music. 

“We are putting this motion 
forward next week to give 
the other members a chance 
to tell the Cabinet that these 
cuts are simply not 
acceptable.” 

The meeting will take place 
on Tuesday, February 2. 


Circuit’s on track 
to be number one

EIGHT thousand tonnes of tarmac has been laid 
and 180,000 tonnes of earth has been moved as 
Silverstone circuit prepares to become the most 
popular motorsport venue in the world. 

The multi-million pound revamp of the circuit is 
well underway with building works to the new 
in-field circuit expected to be completed by March. 

More than 200 workers are on site on a daily basis 
relaying kerb stones, moving barriers and creating 
new run-off areas in order to bring the track in line 
with the latest safety guidelines for both two and 
four wheels. 

Richard Phillips, chief executive of Silverstone 
Circuit, believes that the changes will not only 
improve the circuit on behalf of the drivers and rid¬ 
ers, but most importantly for the fans as well. 

He said: “We want everybody to leave Silverstone 
feeling that they have had a great experience. It is 
difficult to compare us to the newer tracks like in 
China and in Malaysia, because they do not have 
the history and the fanbase that we do. 

“With the improvements that we are making, I 
think the experience will be even better for fans, 
but we will still have a great track.” 

While the circuit secured the future of the 
Formula One British Grand Prix in December, work 
has been ongoing since the middle of November to 
prepare for the first MotoGP event to be held in 
Northamptonshire. 

Mr Phillips added: “We have been through an 
interesting 18 months from when the deal with 
Donington was first announced. 

“It was always the plan to make these changes to 
incorporate the facilities for the MotoGP 


“We are a long way into the process, and a lot of 
planning has gone into it. 

“Seeing the circuit the way it is now, I don’t think 
any of us appreciated just what we had in store for 
ourselves.” 

Following December’s announcement, £lmillion 
of tickets were sold in a single day. Silverstone is 


now in a similar position in terms of ticket sales as 
they would usually expect to be in, despite having 
nearly five months less to sell tickets. 

Mr Phillips said: “We are back on track with previ¬ 
ous years. This year will be about the fans and mak¬ 
ing sure they have a great experience.”

A show of true grit 
may help councils to 
keep us on the move

A NATIONAL summit to debate 
how councils can manage their 
services during severe winter 
weather will take place in 
Northamptonshire in March. 

The high-level meeting known 
as ‘True Grit’ will take place at 
Silverstone and will see a series of 
actions and lessons identified 
and sent to the government. 

The gathering of leading experts 
from the Met Office, GOEM, 
councils, central government, 
local media, road haulage, small 
business representatives and 
members of the public will be the 
first major examination of the les¬ 
sons learned from the weather 
which hit the UK during 
December 2009 and January 
2010 . 

Northamptonshire experienced 
significant challenges during the 
course of the severe weather and 
was able to demonstrate its learn¬ 
ing from the weather of the early 
part of 2009.

ONLY five out of more than 
9,000 appointments made by 
police were missed in the first 
six months of a new scheme.

Police appointment plan hailed 
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MP urges rethink 
on election count

VOTERS in Northampton could 
have to wait 24 hours to hear 
who will be their MP at the next 
General Election. 

While election night stands to 
be one of the most exciting events 
of this year, officials in 
Northampton will count votes for 
both Northampton North and 
South seats a day after the polls 
close. 

A spokesman from Northam¬ 
pton Borough Council confirmed 
that the votes would be added up 
on Friday. 

He also explained that due to 
the larger number of postal votes 
being used in elections, addition¬ 
al security checks would take 
longer to complete. 

Brian Binley, MP for 
Northampton South, said: “I 
think the borough council should 
rethink. 

“We have two marginal seats in 
Northampton so there will be a 
lot of focus on the town, but not if 
we do the count on Friday. 

“It is one of the most exciting 
nights of the year, but people will 
not care on the following day 
because they will be too involved 
in the final outcome of the elec¬ 
tion. 

“It is not fair on those people 
who volunteer to help during the 
campaign. 

“This is a voluntary job. People 



will have to take two days off 
work to help on Election Day and 
on the day of the count.” 

Sally Keeble, MP for 
Northampton North, said: “To be 
honest, I’m not too bothered 
about it. 

“I think it should be made on 
the basis of practicality. 

“There has been a lot of belt¬ 
tightening, but if it costs more to 
hold it on a Thursday then we 
should consider doing it later. 

“We are not the only place 
doing it on a Friday, so it should 
not matter.” 

Liberal Democrat Parliamen¬ 
tary Candidate for Northampton 
North, Cllr Andrew Simpson said: 
“People in Northampton want to 
know who their next MP is as 
soon as possible. 

“Northampton North is one of 
the country’s most marginal 
seats, so will be the subject of a 



lot of attention, both locally and 
nationally. 

“Delaying the count won’t 
restore people’s confidence in 
politics. 

“Procedures should serve the 
people, not the other way round.” 

Liberal Democrat Parliamen¬ 
tary Candidate for Northampton 
South and Deputy Leader of 
Northampton Borough Council, 
Cllr Paul Varnsverry, said: 
“Northampton South will be a 
tight finish. 

“As a newly redrawn seat, the 
result really is up for grabs. 

“A Friday count isn’t the best bet 
for local people. People in 
Northampton South want their 
voices to be heard. 

“It’s reasonable that their votes 
are counted as soon as possible.”

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Bonds on the case... helping to solve crimes 


A BREAKTHROUGH in forensic 
crime detection developed by 
Northamptonshire Police’s 
Scientific Support Manager has 
received even more acclaim. 

Honorary Research Fellow at 
the University of Leicester’s 
Forensic Research Centre, Dr 
John Bond’s, technique of ‘fin¬ 
gerprint visualising’ has been 
selected as one of the British 
innovations most likely to have 
the biggest impact on the world 
in the next few years by BBC 
Focus magazine’s science, tech¬ 
nology and future awards 2009. 

A total of 14 innovations and 
six ‘mini marvels’ were selected 
by an expert judging panel fea¬ 
turing Sir James Dyson, best 
known for reinventing the vac¬ 
uum cleaner; Lesley Gavin, 
futurologist for BT; Richard 
Noble, Project Director of 
ThrustSSC which holds the 
World Land Speed Record and 
Jem Stansfield, presenter of 
Bang Goes the Theory and cre¬ 
ator of vacuum gloves. 

Dr Bond said: “I am very sur¬ 
prised and overwhelmed by 
this prestigious award, particu¬ 
larly as the judges included 
such well known and successful 



inventors as Sir James Dyson. 
The award is for ‘innovation 
most likely to impact the world 
significantly’ and I very much 
hope that our work lives up to 
this and can be used to solve 
many crimes by law enforce¬ 
ment agencies across the 
world.” 

Dr Bond’s work was first 
developed at his home using 
homemade components joined 
together by twisted wire and 
gaffer tape. 

It was developed further by 
working in collaboration with 
scientists at the University of 


Leicester Department of 
Chemistry. 

The technique can reveal pre¬ 
viously undiscovered finger¬ 
prints on metal, especially gun 
shell casings by applying a 
large voltage to the metal and 
adding ceramic beads coated 
with a fine powder to the sur¬ 
face which react with the corro¬ 
sion on the metal left over from 
fingerprints, even after they 
have been wiped off, revealing 
the original fingerprint pat¬ 
tern. 

Dr Bond’s work was described 
by Time magazine as one of the 
world’s top 50 inventions of 
2008 and it has also been fea¬ 
tured on a recent episode of US 
television show, America’s Most 
Wanted. 

Dr Bond added: “We have 
been overwhelmed by how 
much interest there has been in 
this technique, mainly from the 
US but, of late, from many 
other countries including 
Canada, South Africa, Israel, 
the Caribbean and Hong Kong. 
We currently have about one 
visit a month to our laboratory 
from overseas scientists to find 
out more about what we do.”

OUT-OF-DATE Government data 
has cost Northampton Borough 
Council, according to its finance 
chief. 

Councillors have reacted angrily 
to an announcement that they 
will receive just £94,000 more 
from the Government next year. 

Government funding, which 
accounts for 60 per cent of the 
borough council’s income, will 
amount to £18,936,385 for the 
year 2010-11, despite increased 
pressures on frontline services. 

The figures, released by the 
Department for Communities 
and Local Government (DCLG), 
are based on a town population 
of 197,999. 

Meanwhile, Government statis¬ 
ticians at the Office of National 
Statistics (ONS), project the figure 
to be five per cent higher at 
208,500. 

Responding to the announce¬ 
ment, cabinet member for 



finance Cllr David Perkins said: 
“The average settlement for other 
authorities was three per cent, 
which means we are being short¬ 
changed by £470,000. 

“Had Northampton got its dues, 


we would not need to increase 
Council Tax by 2.47 per cent this 
year. 

“Northamptonians are tired of 
picking up the tab for Govern¬ 
ment under-funding through 
increases in their Council Tax. 

“Frankly, it’s time that councils 
were funded locally based on 
people’s ability to pay, rather than 
a cocktail of Council Tax and 
Government handouts. 

“This year alone, the govern¬ 
ment’s Concessionary Bus Fare 
scheme is costing local taxpayers 
£1.3 million. 

“Added to these farcical popula¬ 
tion figures, Northampton is los¬ 
ing out to the tune of £1.8 million. 

“It’s only thanks to the decisions 
we’ve taken to bring costs down 
and increase productivity that 
means we haven’t yet had to cut 
services. 

“At a time when more people 
than ever need the Council’s help, 
a 46p per year increase in govern¬ 
ment support for Northampton is 
a bitter pill to swallow.” 


Bid to tackle problem of ‘false alarms’ 


FALSE alarms are taking up 30 per cent of 
Northamptonshire’s fire and rescue time. 

Known as unwanted fire signals, these calls occur 
when an automatic fire detection system is activat¬ 
ed and upon investigation by the fire service it is 
found that a fire has not occurred. 

In order to help reduce the amount of time wast¬ 
ed on false alarms, the service is introducing new 
policies to combat the problem, such as working 
closely with people responsible for the fire safety 
arrangements. 

Darren Dovey, the service’s area manager for serv¬ 
ice delivery said: “Vital staff and appliances are 
being sent to deal with unwanted fire signals and 
so are not available to respond to genuine emer¬ 
gencies. 

“By introducing this new policy and improving 
engagement with a greater number of businesses 


across the county, the number of false alarms the 
service is called to will reduce. 

“This will have a measurable impact on commu¬ 
nity safety across the county.” 

Cllr Andre Gonzalez de Savage, county council 
cabinet member with responsibility for customers 
and communities said: “On average, false alarms 
caused by automatic detection systems make up 
around 30 per cent of incidents attended by our 
fire and rescue service, diverting our resources 
from the people and emergencies which need 
them the most. 

“Our fire and rescue service is absolutely commit¬ 
ted to providing the best possible service for the 
people of Northamptonshire and by reducing the 
impact of unwanted fire signals we can ensure that 
our service is ready and able to respond to genuine 
emergencies.”

Brackmills’ cut-crime scheme pays off 


BUSINESSES on Brackmills are 
celebrating a sharp fall in crime. 

Statistics published this month 
by Northamptonshire Police 
have revealed a dramatic reduc¬ 
tion in crime in the last six 
months, with reported offences 
down by nearly half. 

Between June and December 
2009 reported crimes had 
decreased by 46 per cent, as 
compared to the same period in 
the previous year. 

This reduction in crime is 
largely due to the installation of 
CCTV and Automatic Number 
Plate Recognition (ANPR) cam¬ 
eras in April 2009, which were 
funded by WNDC and are con¬ 
trolled by a dedicated control 
room. 


The statistics also revealed that 
thefts from lorries had fallen by 
84 per cent, when historically, 
Brackmills has been known 
nationally as a hotspot for thefts 
of and from lorries. 

Another key factor in the crime 
reduction has been the estate’s 
new status as a Business 
Improvement District (BID). In 
April 2009 estate businesses 
voted a resounding ‘Yes’ to 
becoming Northampton’s very 
first BID - an international initia¬ 
tive which involves companies 
paying a small levy and then 
pooling the collective funds to 
make improvements. 

John Corrigan, chair of the 
Brackmills Executive Board, said: 
“We are absolutely delighted to 


see this reduction in crime and 
this is proof that by pooling 
resources we can fight crime. 

“We will not be resting on our 
laurels though. We will continue 
to work in partnership with 
Northamptonshire Police and 
businesses on the estate to 
reduce the number of crimes fur¬ 
ther and to significantly limit 
opportunities for those with 
harmful intentions.” 

Laura Major, Northampton¬ 
shire Police crime prevention 
manager, said: “It is really 
encouraging and pleasing to see 
such a reduction in crime across 
the estate. Northamptonshire 
Police look forward to continu¬ 
ing working alongside the BID to 
further drive down crime.”

It’s back to 
work to fix 
new slabs

IMPROVEMENT measures 
to Marefair look to have 
come unstuck after the 
county council announced 
plans to re-lay damaged 
paving slabs laid just six 
months ago. 

The street, along with Gold 
Street and Black Lion Hill, 
Northampton was rejuvenat¬ 
ed as part of the public realm 
scheme which was officially 
opened last year. 

The work, which will cost 
around £285,000, will see the 
granite blocks which line the 
side of Marefair and Black 
Lion Hill removed and 
replaced with a conventional 
longer-life asphalt surface. 

Cllr Heather Smith, 
Northamptonshire County 
Council’s cabinet member 
for environment, growth and 
transport, said: “While some 
ad-hoc repairs have been 
carried out, in the long-term 
this is not a realistic or a cost- 


effective solution, so we have 
no option than to press 
ahead with these permanent 
repairs. 

“We had decided to start 
the work in the New Year to 
avoid the busy Christmas 
period but work has been 
delayed because of the severe 
winter weather. We recognise 
that there will be some dis¬ 
ruption but hopefully we can 
keep this to a minimum.” 

Leader of the Lib Dems, Cllr 
Brendan Glynane said: “I 
think the problem with 
Marefair lies squarely at the 
door of the county council. 

“They commissioned the 
designs and approved them. 
The contractors did what 
they were told. 

“In other places, roads such 
as this one have started to 
break up after just a few 
months, and the loads going 
along Marefair are heavy 
buses. 

“But it is down to the poor 
old taxpayers again to foot 
the bill.”

A GROUP of unemployed 
youngsters in Northampton¬ 
shire have the opportunity to 
get back into work as part of a 
national Government scheme. 

The Future Jobs Fund was 
launched to support people 
between 18 and 24 who have 
been on Job Seekers’ Allowance 
for more than 26 weeks. 

Northamptonshire Enterprise 
Limited (NEL) and 

Northamptonshire County 
Council are working alongside 
the Citizens Advice Bureau (CAB) 
to provide training and work for 
five young people who, for vari¬ 
ous reasons, cannot find work. 

On Friday, Sally Keeble, MP for 
Northampton North, visited the 
group and gave her backing to 
the scheme. 

She said: “It is good that the 
CAB is at the forefront of the vol¬ 
untary sector in taking on these 
trainees. This is one of the 
schemes that the Government 
has introduced to help young 
people beat the credit crunch. 

“It’s especially important that 
last summer’s school leavers get 
into jobs before the next sum¬ 
mer’s school leavers join the jobs 
market. Six months experience 


can make a big difference to the 
work experience and skills of 
young people, and their chances 
of getting a job.” 

Martin Lord, manager of CAB 
in Northampton, said: “This is a 
great opportunity for us. We will 
be getting people to help us here, 
and they will be getting the help, 
training and experience, as well 
as something to put on their CV 

“Unlike our usual volunteers, 
who normally come to us as part 
of a study or work experience, 
these trainees will get a chance 
that they would not have had 
otherwise to work with us and 
gain valuable experience.” 

Rob Shahsawary, a 24-year-old 
trainee, has had many jobs since 
leaving school but found the 


scheme to be a new challenge 
and a means of getting him into a 
permanent job. 

He said: “When you work in a 
factory, the job is endless. You do 
your job quickly, but things just 
keep coming at you. A job like 
this gives you a real sense of sat¬ 
isfaction because you can talk to 
a person with a problem, and 
actually see an end result at the 
end of the day.” 

NEL were successful in apply¬ 
ing for 350 jobs across the coun¬ 
ty through the Future Jobs Fund, 
and are bidding for a further 150 
to run from April 2010.

YOUNGSTERS have put pen to 
paper to show what they think 
Bury Mount will look like in 
2039 and how they thought it 
appeared in 1139. 

The winners of a competition, 
held as part of the Moat Lane 
project which aims to provide 
new community, retail, leisure, 
food and drink, residential and 
commercial facilities in 
Towcester, have been announced 
this week. 

Bury Mount has been at the 
heart of the town since Medieval 
times, originally as a motte and 
bailey castle, before it became an 
important area of open green 
space at the centre of the town. 

The Moat Lane project team 
gave schools the chance to get 
involved by asking pupils to 
design the posters. 

West Northamptonshire Deve¬ 
lopment Corporation chief exec¬ 
utive Peter Mawson said: “We 
would like to thank all the chil¬ 


dren who took part in the Moat 
Lane school arts competition - we 
were all really impressed by the 
quality and creativity of the pic¬ 
tures. 

“The future of Towcester is 
bright and the Moat Lane project 
will enhance the town centre as 
part of the wider vision to regen¬ 
erate South Northamptonshire.” 

The plan for Bury Mount is 
being delivered in two stages - 
phase one started last summer 


and has stabilised the structure of 
the monument, created a new 
access to the top via a ramp and 
stairway, provided seating and 
installed an historic timeline run¬ 
ning up a spiral path depicting 
key dates in Towcester’s history. 

Phase two involves the land¬ 
scape scheme and will include an 
outdoor performance space and 
a mosaic representing the moat 
which once surrounded the 
Mount.

HOMES at the risk of flooding in 
Wootton will be better protected in the 
future thanks to work on a new 
embankment. 

The Environment Agency is carrying 
out works to help prevent flooding on 
Wooldale Road, and 12 homes on near¬ 
by Walkers Way. 

The houses almost flooded in 2007 
when Wootton Brook overtopped and 
water flowed across Wooldale Road and 
into the rear of the properties. 

The work, which is costing £40,000, 
will include de-silting Wootton Brook 
and building a 150-metre embankment 
along the length of Wooldale Road. 

Rob Price, of the Environment 
Agency’s asset systems management 
team, said: “The need for this scheme 
was identified following the 2004 and 
2007 floods which affected 12 proper¬ 
ties in the area. 

“It will raise the standard of protec¬ 
tion for these properties tenfold to a 
one per cent of flooding in any given 
year. 

“As well as improving flood protection 
for people living in the area, the works 
will also enhance the area for wildlife 
and make the brook’s banks safer for 
visitors. 

“The Environment Agency aims to 
create a better place for people and 
wildlife and this scheme will help to do 
just that.” 

The works on Wootton Brook are 
being carried out by the Environment 
Agency’s operations delivery team. 
They are expected to be completed in 
February 2010. 

In another area of Northampton, the 
team has recently completed works to 
finish de-silting Westbridge Dyke, St 
fames. 

The works completed the removal of 
around 300 tonnes of silt from the 
watercourse. The first phase of work 
took place in April 2009 before it 
stopped to avoid disturbing birds nest¬ 
ing in the area. 


Brixworth flasher 

A MAN exposed himself to a group of 
schoolgirls last Thursday.

LAWRENCE 
JOHN caught up 
with them 



THE long and winding road has seen 
The Automatic travel to a point 
where they are now storytelling 
musicians. 

The quartet of James Frost, Rob 
Hawkins, Iwan Griffiths and Paul 
Mullen are gearing up for the release 
of their third album in March entitled 
Tear the Signs Down. 

The band will be out on the road 
backing up the release with a full UK 
tour which brings them to The 
Roadmender in Northampton on 
March 11. 

Musically The Automatic have con¬ 
tinued to develop since they released 
the single Recover in November 2005. 

They have secured top forty hits with 
Raoul, Monster, Steve McQueen and 
their latest, Interstate, in December. 

The group has released three studio 
albums with Not Accepted Anywhere 
in 2006, This is a Fix in 2008 and the 
soon-to-be Tear the Signs Down. 

Lead singer Rob said: “We have come 
a long way. 

“When we recorded our first album I 
couldn’t sing and we have learnt to 
play our instruments better. 

“This has allowed us to express 
ourselves better so I would say we 
have travelled a good distance. 

“By becoming better musicians it 
has allowed ourselves to express our 
creative side. 

“The way we write the songs is we 
jam in a room so it is spontaneous. 

“We do this until we get something 
good so what grows out of this is 
organic. 

“Nothing is written down until peo¬ 
ple are happy with what we have got. 

“Then we want to get into the studio 
and let our creative loose.” 

Rob said the new album is more 
straightforward than the previous two. 

He felt the second album was burst¬ 
ing with 20 ideas on each song where 
as this time it is a lot clearer with what 
is going on. 

Rob added: “This time you get one 
idea with each song rather than get¬ 
ting everything at once.” 

Recording the new album was 
something which took the band right 
up to the wire. 

They wrote the last song a few days 
before they finished all the recordings. 

Rob said: “The first album was very 
personal while the second was all 
about world events as it was taken 
from the news as we were on tour. 

“The third, the new album, is a lot 
more like storytelling. 

“It gave us the freedom to come up 
with a good line and build a song 
around it. 

“I always thought if you did not 
understand the subject you should 
stay away from it but musically I have 
now changed.” 

Rob said no matter how much the 
group had changed they were still a 
rock band. 

He doesn’t resent the success the 
song Monster gave them but felt ‘there 
are songs which are overplayed and 
this is what happened to Monster. 

The lads enjoy playing it live and it 
always goes down well. 

And for Rob one of the joys in his life 
is being in The Automatic. 

He has been in the band since it got 
together when he was in his early 
teens. 

As he said: “It is my life; it is all I have 
ever wanted to do. 

“It is my social life, my passion; it is 
everything all at once.”

The dark side of fame

Actress Tracie Bennett is 
gearing up to play icon Judy 
Garland in a fascinating play 
about the troubled star. 

JODIE PARSONS talks to her 
about taking on the part of a 
troubled musical legend. 

THOSE ruby red slippers are some big 
shoes to fill but actress Tracie Bennett is 
doing just that as she becomes Judy 
Garland for her latest role. 

But Peter Quilter’s End of the Rainbow 
is not a glimpse of Hollywood’s glitz and 
glamour - it’s a snapshot of Judy Garland 
the addict, and deals with her struggles 
in the final months of her life, docu¬ 
menting Garland’s 1968 comeback tour. 

In her London hotel room, with her 
new young fiance at her side, it shows 
Garland battling with drugs and alcohol 
as she undertakes an exhausting series 
of concerts in a bid to reclaim her crown 
as the greatest talent of her generation. 

It weaves the humour and heartbreak 
of the final months of Garland’s life with 
her most memorable songs. 

Tracie Bennett, who is playing Judy, 
said: “(It’s about) The price of fame and 
the weakness. 

“She was on drugs at 16 and carried on 
being a drug addict. 

“This is at the end of her life.” 

Although there is a dark side, the play 
still contains humour as Judy was very 
witty and the script can take Tracie 
through a whole range of emotions. 

“It’s completely challenging and hard 


and what in the space of one page you go 
through. 

“It’s a real gift for an actor. It’s really dif¬ 
ficult.” 

The play shows Judy going into the 
concert as the diva and then backstage 
with no make-up and feeling the affects 
of her demons. 

She explains: “We have to do one a bit 
drunk and one a bit off my face on the 
drugs and a concert version where she is 
okay. I can’t possibly be Judy - no one 
can. It’s just an essence.” 

But this is not the first time Tracie has 
performed as Judy. Ten years ago she 
appeared as her on Stars in their Eyes as 
well as two other acting roles. 

Despite growing up loving actors such 
as Gene Kelly and Bette Davis and loving 
the late night ‘film noir’ thrillers, Tracie 
actually wanted to be a stunt woman. 

But her potential was spotted while 
dancing at college and it led to her suc¬ 
cessful career which has included roles 


in Coronation Street and the musicals 
Les Miserables, Hairspray and La Cage 
Aux Folles. 

She said: “I left the Street (Corrie) and it 
was my choice. 

“I like to think I can pick and choose 
but I can’t. I try not to take it for granted. 
If I can do a musical I will do that. I have 
worked hard at the different skills.” 

And Tracie hopes this latest production 
will offer a strong message to its audi¬ 
ence and offer a deeper message about 
the price of fame and the long-term 
repercussions that drugs can have. 

She added: “I hope it makes people ask 
questions. 

“It’s not about the Judy people love.”

Town shows move to London theatre

AFTER wowing audiences and critics alike, 
Royal & Derngate’s Young America Season is 
transferring to the National Theatre in 
London. 

The two rarely performed masterpieces of 
American theatre opened at the Northampton 
venue in October 2009. 

And now, Spring Storm by Tennessee Williams 


and Beyond the Horizon by Eugene O’Neill, will 
be on stage at the National Theatre from March 
24. The transfer is also a fitting finale to the 
125th birthday celebrations of the Royal stage. 

Both plays look at critical life choices taken in 
youth and the conflict between duty and self- 
fulfilment. 

Beyond the Horizon, O’Neill’s first full-length 
play, was a sensation when first produced on 
Broadway in 1920 and won the Pulitzer Prize 
for drama. Largely forgotten since, it is consid¬ 


ered by many to be the first modern American 
tragedy, paving the way for the poetic realism 
of Williams as well as Arthur Miller and Edward 
Albee. 

Williams’ Spring Storm was written while he 
was still a playwriting student at Iowa 
University and was re-discovered among his 
papers in 1999. Its run on the Northampton 
stage marked its European premiere. 

Laurie Sansom, Royal & Derngate’s artistic 
director, will resume his role as director for 


Young America. The cast also remains the 
same, including Liz White, who starred in Life 
on Mars and Mike Leigh’s film Vera Drake. 

Mr Sansom said: “I am thrilled to be bringing 
these two remarkable and relatively unknown 
plays to the National after such a great 
response to the season last year. This is a great 
time for Royal & Derngate; positive reviews for 
our last two seasons and a triple win at the TMA 
Awards - we are all looking forward to a suc¬ 
cessful 2010.”
